With tax incentives

The way was paved Monday for 
Upland to follow the lead of other 
West End cities as the City Council 
unanimously approved the forma- 
tion of a Community Redevelop- 
ment Agency. 

The new agency will allow the city 
to freeze property tax proceeds in 
certain project areas, to allow the 
funds to be redirected back to local 
uses. 

Projects may be designated in 
areas of social-economic blight, ac- 
cording to Finance Director Tim 
Brown. This includes not only 
neighborhoods that may need 
renovating, but also all undeveloped 
land within city limits. 

“This is really the only way to 
go."’ said Brown following the 
meeting. ‘‘With the current 
economic situation, the city needs to 
get money from somewhere. It only 
makes sense to apply taxes from the 
community to projects within the 
community.” 

He said formation of the agency 
would not increase taxes for lan- 
downers,: but merely redirect the 
funds into local coffers. 

Currently, the city splits property 
tax proceeds with other agencies 
such as the county and schools. With 
the Community Redevelopment 
Agency, tax proceeds shared among 
the other agencies are frozen at a 
base rate. As redevelopment occurs, 
property values in the area will go 
up, and the increase in tax proceeds 


will be channeled directly to the ci- 
ty, rather than split among the other 
agencies. Thus the funds may be 
earmarked to help finance the 
specific projects. 

Tax proceeds may be frozen for up 
to 40 years, according to Brown 

Upland is one of the last cities in 
the West End to take advantage of 
the Community Redevelopment 
Law of the California Health and 
Safety Code. Other cities who have 
active agencies include Ontario, 
Montclair, Chino and Fontana, and 
the formation of such an agency has 
been discussed by Rancho 
Cucamonga city officials. 

City Manager Lee Travers said 
some of the projects under con- 
sideration for the redevelopment 
funds include renovation of the land- 
fill site at 14th Street and Campus 
Avenue into a recreation complex: a 
parking structure for the library and 
City Hall; storm drains throughout 
the city; and improvements or a 
replacement for the police head- 
quarters building. 

He indicated the need for urgency 
to council members, as the county 
has also activated potential projects 
in areas scheduled to be annexed by 
the city. 

In separate action at the Monday 
meeting, the council reactivated 
measures to boost annexation of 
about 708 acres of county land on the 
west boundary of the city, that could 
be included in a redevelopment if 
annexation procedures can be com- 
pleted in time. 


Strike still hampers 
Upland road project

Upland officials are hoping the 
mile-long stretch of 16th Street east 
of Campus Avenue may be reopened 
to traffic by the end of the week, 
despite a week-old strike that has 
hampered repaving of the roadway. 

The strike was called last Monday 
by representatives of the 
International Union of Operating 
Engineers, Local 12, against 
surveyors on the project from 
Associated Engineers in Ontario. 
Union officials charge the firm with 
not paying surveyors the prevailing 
wage and fringe benefits. 

Since that time, work on the 
roadway has been sporadic. 
Workers honored the picket line that 
formed when the surveyors were 
required for on-site work during 
portions of Monday, Tuesday and 
Friday. 

Upland City Manager Lee Travers 
notified union officials Friday that 
two separate entrances to the 
project would be set up — an east 
entrance, near 16th Street and Alta 
Questa for employees and suppliers 
of Associated Engineers; and a west 
entrance at 16th Street and Campus 
Avenue for all those associated with 
‘“neutral’’ employers. The move 


was made in the hopes the Ontario 
surveyors would be fa only workers 
faced with crossing a picket line, if 
the strike continues. 

Jim Winkler, attorney for 
Associated Engineers, said the 
union’s charges regatding wages 
paid by the firm are not valid. He 
indicated that according to 
California law, all contractors who 
have been awarded bids on 
government contracts are required 
to pay the prevailing wage rate. 


“In government jobs such as this, 
the pay doesn’t vary,” said Winkler, 
“‘union or non-union. It’s not like a 
totally private project.” 

Independent firms are allowed to 
set their own pay rates tor private 
jobs. 


In addition, Winkler said there is 
currently a complaint issued by the 
National Labor Relations Board 
against the union, regarding 
allegations the union attempted to 
fine former members after their 
resignation. 


‘‘There should be a hearing 
sometime in December on that 
issue,”’ said Winkler, ‘but this thing 
in Upland is something totally 
different.”

They called it a ‘‘quiet’’ night at 
the Upland Police Station, but the 
phone and radio were constantly 
buzzing with action. 

Dispatcher Yolanda Serpan stifled 
a yawn as she reached one more 
time for the phone, and wrinkled her 
brow at the worried voice on the 
other end 

The woman was calling to report a 
possible prowler she had seen near 
her house earlier — much earlier — 
in the evening. 

Serpan took the information down 
and answered the woman's ques- 
tion, but, if it happened agin, en- 
couraged her to contact while the 
prowler was still in the area. 

As she hung up, the radio crackled 
as an officer on the street reported 
he was pulling a car over for a 
routine traffic stop. She jotted it 
down 

Serpan is part of the behind-the- 
scenes team of dispatchers who are 
responsible for knowing where each 
patrol car for the Upland police is at 
all times, and for assigning officers 
to respond to citizens who call the 
office. 

Many — if not most — of the calls 
are routine, but every dispatcher 
must be prepared to handle 
emergencies. 

‘Surprisingly enough, high-speed 
pursuits — chases — aren’t all that 
exciting for the dispatcher,” said 
Serpan, who is the senior dispatcher 
on the force with her nearly 10 years 
experience. 

“All we do is inform everyone 
where everyone else is, northbound 
on Euclid; eastbound on Foothill — 
that sort of thing. 

“Once they get there, a lot of 
times (the officers) will forget to 
call us and tell us what’s going on. 
We're left sitting here wondering 
what's happening.” 

But if she finds chases routine, 
there are other calls that start the 
adrenaline pumping. 

She was working early one mor- 
ning in June 1977, when the phones 
began ringing furiously. 

A small plane had plowed into an 
apartment building on the west side 
of town, killing five people and 
throwing the city into an uproar. 

“Everyone had heard the crash, it 
seemed like,” said Serpan. “‘We got 
calls all morning long. I stayed over 
into the next shift to help out.” 

The dispatcher sits surrounded by 
equipment — the teletype, used to 
trace stolen merchandise and track 
down cars and drivers’ licenses; a 
large panel of alarms in various city 
businesses that ring directly at the 
station; and the all-important radio. 

Each time an officer reports he’s 
going on a call, the dispatcher fills 
out a card. By the end of the even- 
ing, all the calls will be typed into 
the log for the shift, an index of what 
happened in the city that night. 

Serpan was working the relief 
shift that night, 6 p.m. to 2 a.m. She 
said the city generally remained 
“pretty quiet’’ until the weekend. 

The calls were routine by police 
standards: 

At 8:50 there was an alarm 07 <i at 
the high school; at 9:53 a woman 
with an overdose of drugs was taken

“IT started out working in the 
records department,’’ said Serpan 
during a quiet moment.

She said despite the unusual 
hours, she’s still enthusiastic about 
her job. 

“T don’t think I could handle a 
regular desk job,” she said. ‘It may 
be quiet here some nights, but it 
never gets boring.” 

There are generally two dis- 
patchers on duty, one to handle 
calls, and another to man the radio. 
Only during the graveyard shift, 
from 2 to 7 a.m., is one person 
responsible for both.

All phone calls and exchanges on 
the radio are recorded by a large 
tape machine in the corner. Two 
reels are kept running at all times, 
the second as a back-up in case 
there are problems. 

“It’s good to work the same shifts 
for a while,” said Serpan. ‘You get 
to know everyone’s voice, and their 
personalities (of the officers on 
duty).

Interim 
Gooder holds reins 
through Chaffey turmoil

Chaffey College Interim Superintendent-President Glenn Gooder is a firm 
believer in the community college system. 

It is that belief and love for the job that has brought him to Chaffey to 
‘‘pridge the gap”’ until a new chief administrator is hired to take the place of 
James Catanzaro who resigned effective April 7 to take another top college 
administration post in Ohio. 

At 59, Gooder 1s in semi-retirement, having held several educational con- 
sulting jobs since retiring as superintendent-president of Santa Barbara 
City College in 1978. 

Most recently he has helped colleges in selecting presidents and even 
served as interim Chancellor of the California Community Colleges for four 
months. 

Gooder, who holds a doctorate in speech from the University of Southern 
_. California, began his career in education as a speech instructor at Pepper- 
~~. dine University. After several years of teaching he got into administration, 
finally becoming president of Los Angeles Metro College in 1966. 

After eight years at Santa Barbara, “I decided to retire from this 
business. I had the best position, in the best community college, in the best 
line of work in the world.” ; 

But, he adds, he keeps coming back to the community college because he 
believes in it. 

When Gooder arrived on campus last month and was introduced at a 
board meeting, he promised he would make decisions for the institution as if 
he were going to ‘‘be here for a thousand years.” 

Actually, he plans to stay at Chaffey only until July 15, when a new 
superintendent-president is expected to be on the job. 

Gooder arrives at a time when the college is going through a period of 
change and upheaval — the most recent change being the recall last week of 
three of the college’s five trustees. 

In accepting the temporary assignment, Gooder said ‘‘I didn’t know the 
details, but I did know that there were problems. 

“T’ve never known a situation where three members of the board and the 
president-superintendent left the college within two weeks. That’s pretty 
unusual.”’ 

But Gooder remains optimistic about the college. 

“TI really believe that Chaffey College has a real opportunity in this,”’ he 
said, ‘‘some things have come to a halt... and there is very little agreement 
on some things. 

a ‘I think my job is to keep that opportunity open the best I can... 
» ‘As far as I can I will keep things static.”’ 

Gooder said he will make no moves to hire administrators or make any 
changes in the organizational structure at the college. 

After being on the campus just a few weeks, Gooder believes that there is 
« a “good job”’ of instruction being done in the classroom although ‘‘I would 
suspect all the unrest and the turmoil has taken a certain toll.”

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New OIA runway lacks approach lights

A Republic Airlines jetliner last Friday was unable to land on Ontario 
International Airport's new $19.4 million runway because it doesn’t have ap- 
proach lights. 

Like a lighthouse beacon, the approach lights serve as a guide in rainy or 
foggy weather, helping aircraft locate and land on the runway, according to 
Jim Holtsclaw, chief of the Federal Aviation Administration’s Terminal 
Radar Approach Control (TRACON) facility at OIA. 


Holtsclaw said the jetliner had to be diverted to John Wayne Airport in 
Orange County ‘‘because he didn’t have his weather (visibility) minimums. 
We do not have approach lights for the new runway right new and approach 
lights are par’ of the criteria we use to set the minimums.” 


“The lack of them had something to do with this,’ Holtsclaw said. ‘‘If 
there had been approach lights, he could have landed. Approach lights are 
an FAA responsibility.”’ 

Each type of aircraft has different ‘‘minimums’”’ necessary for a safe ian- 


ding, according to Holtsclaw. ‘“We had visibility at 3,000 feet and he needed 
visibility at 4,000 feet (horizontally, down the runway).”’ 

Both instrument landing systems and approach lights are used on foggy 
days. Without the lights ‘‘it’s not unsafe, it’s just that the minimums are 
higher to keep the safety the same,” he said. 

Holtsclaw said new approach lights are expected to be installed in the fall. 

‘When the runway was originally planned it was planned as a departure 
runway. I’m talking five to eight years ago,”’ he said. Holtsclaw said as a 
departure runway for takeoffs only, it wouldn’t need approach lights. 

“Then the decision was made to make it for departures and arrivals,’’ he 
said. By the time planners realized that would mean a need for approach 
lights, the runway contracts were out. The lights had to be contracted 
separately and lagged behind actual runway completion, he said. 

Holtsclaw said the lights are normally used only during bad weather. 
“Everything else is very normal and working well,’ he said. 

With summer approaching, there may soon be no need for the lights for 
months. ‘‘We’re probably not going to have any bad weather and by the time 
we have bad weather, we should have approach lights in.” 


He said he didn’t know if the Republic Airlines diversion to John Wayne 
Airport was the only time since the new runway opened that the problem 
has arisen. ‘‘This may be the first one; I don’t have any records on it.”’ 

It isn’t the only problem at OIA. Excessive noise could possibly shut down 
the airport. 

Jeff Pappas, an administrative assistant in the Los Angeles Department 
of Airports noise abatement office, said OIA’s noise levels are no longer 
within state standards. 

The acceptible levels of noise decreased from 75 CNEL (Community 
Noise Equivalent Level) to 70 Jan. 1. The airport meets the 75 CNEL 
criteria but not the 70, he said, and has applied for a variance. 

The state Department of Transportation will hold a public hearing in On- 
tario over that application June 1, he said. 

If denied the variance, Caltrans could shut down the airport and Pappas 
said he doesn’t know if the state would go that far. 

The noise standards are part of the state airport noise law, which went 
into effect 10 years ago, he said. It’s geared toward gradually reducing air- 
port noise levels to 65 CNEL by Jan. 1, 1986, he said.

SANBAG 
OKs budget 
for ’81-82 


The San Bernardino 
Associated Governments 
(SANBAG) board of 
directors Wednesday 
approved a Consolidated 
Overall Work Program and 
Proposed Budget for 1981-82 
that included a 9 percent 
pay increase for employees. 

The total proposed budget 
amounts to $504,008. Of this, 
$182,143 will come from 
federal sources, $302,762 
are local funds provided by 
the Transportation 
Development Act (SB325) 
and $19,103 from 
assessments on cities and 
the county. 

A breakdown of proposed 
expenditures, all for 
planning purposes, include: 

— Air quality, $20,418. 

— Systems (regional plan 
and transportation system 
management), $69,000. 

— Transit, $102,725. 

— Highways, $41,000. 

— Auto management 
(ride-sharing ), $4,000.

prosecutor finds

Mary Fuller had been a deputy 
district attorney for a year when she 
found herself seated next to the 
retired patriarch of a top Ontario 
law firm at a bar association 
meeting. 

“He kept saying, ‘Where do you 
expect to get a job?’ Mrs. Fuller 
recalled. “I kept telling him I had a 
job, one I really liked. But he in- 
sisted that as a woman I didn’t have 
any opportunities in the legal field, 
that_women belong at home.” 

That was nearly nine years ago. 
Mrs. Fuller, now 34, had been hired 
as the West End’s first female depu- 
ty district attorney. There was only 
one other woman deputy district at- 
torney in the county, Betty 
Kennedy, who is still with the office 
in San Bernardino. 

Mrs. Fuller spent her career in 
the West End, going from a novice 
handling traffic tickets to the super- 
visor of deputies handling Municipal 
Court matters. She was recently 
reassigned to Victorville, where she 
assists chief deputy district at- 
torney Rufus Yent and tries major 
felony cases 

Women still represent only a frac- 
tion of the district attorney's total 
staff. Currently, there are nine 
women deputies out of a force of 94 
lawyers, according to Judy 
Brumlow, chief personnel clerk. At 
the most there have been about 15 
women at one time, she said 

Ironically, Mrs. Fuller is now the 
only female deputy in Victorville’s 
eight-deputy office 

“T’ve always approached my 
profession in terms of being a 
lawyer, not a woman lawyer,’ she 
said. ‘‘However, a woman can use it 
to her advantage by being compe- 
tent. A male attorney might come 
into the courtroom and think, ‘Oh, 
it's just a woman, I've got it made,’ 
and be off guard when the woman 
turns out to be a good lawyer.” 

The Rancho Cucamonga resident 
said she wasn’t treated differently 
because she was the lone woman in 
an all-male office. “I was just 
another brand-new attorney who 


didn’t know anything. The first time

I walked into a courtroom, I didn’t 
know at which side of the table I was 
supposed to sit.” 

Mrs. Fuller became interested in 
the law while attending a philosophy 
class at Chaffey College 

‘“‘We were assigned a paper on an 
ethical issue. I. chose defending 
one’s home with violent force and 
researched the legal aspects at a 
local law office. I fell in love with 
the law.” 

A graduate of Upland High School, 
Mrs. Fuller went on the the Univer- 
sity of California at Riverside and 
then began law school at the Univer- 
sity of California at Los Angeles. 

At UCLA, she was the managing 
editor of the Alaska Law Review, 
spending two summers working in 
law offices in Anchorage and 
Juneau. Because Alaska didn't have 
a law school, it asked UCLA to 
provide its law journal. 

She decided to work for the dis- 
trict attorney's office to find out 
whether she wanted to be a trial 
lawyer. 

“The best way to get trial ex- 
perience is to go with the D.A.’s or 
the public defender’s office. I like 
the battles in the courtroom, the 
preparation of facts and arguing 
cases to the judge and jury.” 

In 1977, Mrs. Fuller was assigned 
to prosecute Clarence Hill, who was 
accused of raping and murdering a 
15-year-old Montclair girl, raping 
and stabbing her 15-year-old friend 
and stabbing and beating her 
mother 

The case was so grisly that a 
Municipal Court judge slapped a gag 
order on everyone associated with it 
and a Superior Court judge ordered 
all of Hill’s court files sealed 


Mrs. Fuller won the case, which 
she says was the ‘‘most horrible” 
she ever handled 


‘There was a child abuse case I 
vividly remember that was almost 
as bad — the mother seriously in- 
jured her 9-month-old baby on more 
than one occasion because she was 
jealous of her husband’s attention 
toward the child 


Child molest and rape cases are 
the hardest to prosecute, she says

Proposal for taking food stamps 
out of post offices gains support

A proposal to take food stamps 
out of San Bernardino County post 
offices apparently is making some 
headway at the federal level. 

County Supervisor Robert O. 
Townsend said he has been asked by 
the Agriculture Department to sub- 
mit a plan showing how the govern- 
ment could save money by using 
alternate forms of distribution 

He said his proposal was in re- 
sponse to requests by Montclair and 
Chino city officials to improve post- 
al services by removing the food 
stamps and concentrating more on 
postal patrons. Officials in both cit- 
ies claim the food stamp business 
causes great congestion, especially 
at the beginning of the month when 
the county mails the stamp vouch- 
ers,

“We're trying not to make it a

The students, he said, vary in age

Most U.S. cities could survive with fewer federal dollars 
if federal regulations were also reduced, according to 
Mayor Margaret Hance of Phoenix, Ariz. 

Speaking before Claremont Men’s College’s James 
Madison Society at the Faculty House, the mayor of the 
nation’s 11th-largest city said unnecessary federal regu- 
lations cause delays and drive projects costs upwards. 

‘‘After a recent major flood in Arizona, we needed to 
replace two bridges in Phoenix. The first bridge was 
completed in onewear using city money,”’ she said. ‘“‘The 
second bridge, to be contructed with federal funds, may 
be completed in 1982 and will cost $1 million more than 
the first bridge which is now in use.”’ 

She added, “‘Inflation is the cruelist tax of all. If Presi- 
dent Reagan’s proposed tax cuts were achieved, the re- 
duction in inflation rates would be enough to eventually 
help cities meet their budgets.’’ 

Hance,-mayor since 1975, said Phoenix already has re- 
duced its dependency on federal funds. 

However, she explained there were ‘‘good and bad” 
federal funding programs. She feels that federal block 
grants which allow cities to determine the best use of 
funds are a better concept that the federally regulated 
programs. 

*‘Needs in one part of the country differ from those in 
another,” she added. ‘‘Cities know where funds can best 
be used.”’ 

The mayor said Phoenix has had to lay off employees 
for the first time. She blames inflation and the reduction 
of tourism. 

in Arizona, manufacturing is the major industry and 
tourism is the second industry. 

‘Phoenix has worked hard to attract manufacturing,” 
she explained. ‘‘We have reduced the roadblocks and 
speeded up the building permit processes. This allows in- 
dustry to come to the city and contruct without unneeded 
delays.” 

She added, ‘“‘We work with industry, not against 
them.” 

However, Hance was critical of the federal govern- 
ment’s attempt to impose unrealistic clean air standards 
in Arizona. 

‘We can’t meet the federal clean air standards unless 
we pave the entire desert,’’ she stated. ‘‘And if we don’t 
meet these standards, we are told that we can’t encour- 
age any more industry. 

“Tm not against reasonable regulations, but it would 
cost us $16 billion a year to cope with these regulations.’ 

Phoenix now has a population of 600,000 and the area 
around the city, much of which has been annexed, is still 
growing, the mayor stated. 

Hance predicts the population explosion in the South- 
west will continue.‘‘We are attracting young, affluent 
people with good educations,’’ she said. “We also are 
getting the cream of the crop among the affluent elderly 
who come for our reasonable housing and other advan- 
tages.” 

But. she said, the influx of people puts stress on the cit- 
ies to provide services and facilities. 

“It is our responsibility to meet the needs of this ex- 
ploding growth,” Hance noted. ‘‘If we don’t, the area will 
be less attractive to people. 

‘‘“Government has entered our lives as never before. 
We need the approval of Washington for almost every as- 
pect of our existence. We can’t build dams, construct 
sewer treatment plans or construct airports without fed- 
eral intervention,’ she noted. ‘‘We need to return to 
more local control.” 

She admitted that some federal control was necessary 
but said cities need to take more responsibility for their 
own problems. 

‘People told us in November that they want the gov- 
ernment out of their hair,’’ she stated. 

Active in a number of federal associations and a strong 
supporter of Reagan’s policies, Hance admitted that her 
opinions are not shared by a majority of mayors in other 
cities. 

As one of only about five women mayors of major U.S. 
cities, she said she’s used to being in the minority. 

Hance, a widow with grown children, graduated from 
Scripps College in 1945. She was active in volunteer or- 
ganizations in the Phoenix area for 30 years. Prior to be- 
coming a member of the Phoenix City Council, she 
served six years as a member of the city’s Parks and 
Recreation Commission.

alone. When you consider that a high percentage of 
Claremont’s seniors reside in communities such as Pil- 
grim Place or Claremont Manor, this indicates about a 
20 percent participation by seniors who live independent- 
ly and need the service.”’ 

According to Mrs. Taylor, the need to update the infor- 
mation on enrollment cards was emphasized recently. A 
postman spotted an overflowing mailbox and reported a 
possible problem to the center. The phone numbers of 
sons of the resident were no longer correct. 

‘Fortunately, we were able to reach a son through a 
friend of his and learn that the resident had gone out of 
town,’’ Mrs. Taylor said. ‘‘But it could have been more 
serious. 


Postal Alert provides a greater feeling of protection 
and security for the community’s senior citizens and 
handicapped. It relies heavily on the good sense and ob- 
servation of postal carriers who are familiar with resi- 
dents’ habits. 
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The postal carrier may be the one to become aware if 
a person has fallen ill or is injured and unable to help 
themselves. In addition to mail still in a box, the carrier 
may recognize that lights are burning in the daytime or 
drapes have not been opened as usual. 

The program is operated at no cost to those who enroll 
and is an aid to seniors who want to remain independent 
in their own homes. 

To register for the program, a resident must complete 
an enrollment card which is kept on file at the Senior Ser- 


vice Center. The card includes the name, address and 
phone number of two local people who can be trusted to 
respond in case of an emergency. In case of suspected 
trouble and a local contact is unavailable, the police will 
be notified. 

“It is important that a local reference is given,’ Mrs. 
Taylor said. “A son in San Jose isn’t much help in an im- 
mediate emergency. We need phone numbers of people 
who can be reached during the day when the postal car- 
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riers are in the field.’’ 

Seniors who have enrolled and need to update informa- 
tion, and those who wish to enroll, are asked to call the 
‘center at 624-4531. extension 276. 

Unfotunately, the center is operating from cramped 
quarters in the Memorial Park Building since the previ- 
ous senior center building in the park was condemned 
last year. 

But this may change soon.The Claremont City Council 
has approved the allocation of $6,000 from its senior 
building fund for the assessment of need and design of a 
new center. 

The firm of Hirshen, Gammill and Trambo was se- 
lected on the basis of demonstrated ability in social plan- 
ning and senior citizen projects design, as consultants to 
assess the community needs. Six firms were interviewed 
before the contract was awarded, city officials said. 

According to Susan Hunt, director of human services, 
the consultants will determine the needs of senior citi- 
zens in the community. Their report is to include doc- 
umentation of community needs with approximate space 
allocation; priorities of needs based on the existing bud- 
get; summarize additional funding sources; and provide 
a preliminary master plan design concept.

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through earthquake, aftermath

Scientists are still 10 years away 
from capability to predict the time, 
location and intensity of an 
eqrthquake with any degree of ac- 
curacy, geologists say. 

So, how well the populace will 
survive a major shake, if one is to 
occur, will depend largely on how 
well it is prepared. 

Bob Neinam, disaster coordinator 
for Los Angeles County, said that 
while no one is able to predict when 
the next big quake will hit there are 
steps citizens can take to lessen the 
impact. 

Many suggestions are of the same 
type found in normal safety 
precautions for fire and flood 
emergencies, such as having a 
battery - powered radio, flashlights, 
a first aid kit and extra food and 
water available. 

“You should also know the 
location of the gas and water shutoff 
valves in your home, but shut them 
off only if there is damage to the 
lines and you can smell gas 
leaking,” he said. 

Inside the house, don’t stack 
heavy things on high shelves, don’t 
hang heavy pictures over your bed, 
and ‘‘keep the good bourbon on a 
lower shelf,’’ Neinam said. 

“It’s a good idea to anchor 
bookcases to the wall and fasten 





heavy appliances. Also plan with 
your family where you will all 
assemble after an earthquake, so 
that in the confusion you don’t 
wonder where Johnny is,” he siad. 

For personal safety, the general 
rule is if you afe inside stay there, 
and if you are outside stay there. 

“The major danger from an 
earthquake is something falling on 
you, not being swallowed up in a 
hole. There is a high danger with 
people entering and leaving 
buildings during a quake. 

“We are different from other 
parts of the world where you see 
buildings collapsing. Our buildings 
are normally very safe and inside 
your home is as good a place as any 
to be during an earthquake,” he 
said. 

It is best to stand next to a wall or 
in the center of the home or 
building, and to stay away from win- 
dows and outside doors. 

“Get under a sturdy table or 
under an inside door frame to 
prevent things from hitting you. If 
you are outside, keep away from 
buildings and overhead electric 
wires or anything that might shake 
loose,’’ he said. 

“Also, don’t use candles, matches 
or any open flame until you are sure 
there are no gas leaks. And if you’re 
in a moving car, stop and stay inside 
until the shaking is over. It’s better 
inside than out because, again, you 


are protected against falling 
objects,” Neinam said. 

For parents, schools will 
generally keep the students at 
school until they are assured that 
the community is in no immediate 
danger. 

“Keeping them there is a good 
way to protect children because 
schools are built to a higher safety 
standard to withstand 
earthquakes,” Neinam said. 

“Parents shouldn’t get in their 
cars and try to drive to the school. 
Instead, listen for information put 
out over the local radio station. 

“And stay off the telephone 
because when people overload the 
lines emergency calls can’t get 
through.’’ 

State, county and most cities have 
emergency plans drawn up for a 
major earthquake. For people 
displaced from their homes, the Red 
Cross will have emergency 
evacuation centers set up, with 
locations broadcast over the radio, 
he said.

The initial immunizations 
are administered when the 
baby is about two months 
old, to protect against polio, 
diptheria, tetanus, and per- 
tussis (whooping cough). 
These vaccines are 
repeated at specified inter- 
vals during the first year 
and a half of life and again 
when the child is ready to 
attend school. Im- 
munizations against 
measles, mumps and 
rubella (German measles), 
are given at 15 months of 
age.

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John Vieg: ‘Let’s resolve to make democracy work’

At 76, Claremont resident John Vieg may not necessar- 
ily have achieved his goal to ‘‘remake the world.” But he 
certainly has played a vital part in his nation’s history on 
international, national, state and local levels. 

Born to Scandinavian parents in the farmlands of Fort 
Dodge, Iowa, Vieg has surpassed a modest beginning to 
gain recognition in education, political science, govern- 
ment and history 

Democracy, in his mind, ‘‘is a continuing revolution, 
but quiet, non-violent. It enables us to size up the situa- 
tion, analyze the problems confronting us and then make 
the kinds of changes needed to live up to our ideas of lib- 
erty, equality and justice.” 

This idea is more than mere words to Vieg. His public 
and professional life as well as his personal activities 
have exemplified this idea. 


Vieg has had a distinquished career as political sci- 
ence professor and chairman of the government depart- 
ment at Pomona College from 1945 to 1970. Since 
retirement, he has alternately taught at Pomona and 
Pitzer colleges, Cal State Fullerton, UC Riverside and 
Cal Poly Pomona. At the latter, Donald Pflueger, one of 
his former students, is his boss as chairman of the politi- 
cal science and government department. 


Vieg earned a bachelor’s degree from St. Olaf College 
and a master’s from the University of Iowa, both in his- 
tory, and taught history for seven years before switching 
to political science for his doctoral work at the Univer- 
sity of Chicago 


“‘T decided I could remake the world more effectively 
through political science,” Vieg said, revealing his quick 
wit. ‘““But I’ve always been grateful for my background 
in history. No political scientist is worth his salt if he 
doesn’t have an understanding of the history of the hu- 
man race.” 
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Claremont.

Vieg, whose soft-spoken manners hide the knowledgea- 
ble aggression of his activism, was at the University of 
Chicago ‘‘when the winds of controversy were blowing 
over the campus. The New Deal proposals of Roosevelt 
were heavily criticized and defended. There were argu- 
ments over the rights of organized labor, tax reforms, 
the Social Security Administration. It was a wonderfully 
stimulating time.”’ 

Vieg’s time in those years was spent in research. He 
was an observer then formulating the ideas in his inner 
self that would be advocated, practiced and preached in 
the ensuing years of his life. 

After Chicago, he taught from 1937 to 1942 at Iowa 
State University before going inte government service as 
an economic analyst with the Lend-Lease Administration 
and an administrative analyst with the Bureau of the 
Budget in Washington, D.C. 

When Vieg arrived in Claremont in late 1944 the com- 
munity was small and ‘‘the atmosphere overwhelmingly 
conservative.” 

He was one of the few Democrats in town and on the 
staff at Pomona College. His political activism — work- 
ing in the campaigns of Harry Truman, Adlai Stevenson, 
John F. Kennedy, Lyndon Johnson and Hubert Humphrey 
— reflected his liberal views. 

“The number of liberals and Democrats has grown 
steadily over the years. Claremont has a slight majority 
of registered Republicans now, but by and large, we’re a 
fairly well-balanced community,’ Vieg said. ‘‘But I and 
some of my colleagues who were considered more liber- 
al were heavily pressured during the miserable (Sen. Jo- 
seph) McCarthy years. If a person was identified as one 
who thought there were good features to President Tru- 
man or Adlai Stevenson, you were labeled a leftist or 
crypto-Communist. 

‘“‘There were a couple of super-conservatives on the 
Pomona College board who wanted me fired,” Vieg re- 
called. ‘‘But President E. Wilson Lyon was of tremen- 





dous courage and devoted to the idea of academic 
freedom. So I retained my position.”’ 

And in retaining that position, Vieg brought prestige to 
Pomona College from around the world. 

He has lectured or taught at the University of Oslo, 
Norway, UC Berkeley, UCLA, the College of Europe 
which prepares a select group for administrative posi- 
tions in European governments, the University of Chica- 
go, Coe College, the University of Delhi, India, and the 
University of Colorado’s Institute for Shipboard Educa- 
tion, Semester-At-Sea. He has authored numerous books 
and published papers on government and political sci- 
ence. 

He has served as a member or executive officer of the 
American Society for Public Administration, the Ameri- 
can Association for the United Nations, Los Angeles 
County’s Democratic Central Committee and Health 
Systems Planning Commission, the Claremont Civic As- 
sociation and the Community Friends of International 
Students. 

In 1959, Gov. Edmund G. Brown named him to the 
committee to select California students for Fulbright 
scholarships in foreign countries. From 1963-70, he 
served as a member of the Governor’s Commission for 
Constitutional Revision. 

In 1972, Vieg received ASPA’s Will Baughman Award 
in recognition of his devotion to teaching and active pub- 
lic service. In 1973, a room in Pomona College’s Carnegie 
Building was named for him. 

Vieg is a long-time proponent of the American system 
of government. Although he concedes that the ideal has 
not been achieved, he said ‘‘I am reminded of the fami- 
liar saying ‘where there is no vision, the people perish.’ 
You have to have the idea, the vision first and then you 
devise the programs that will enable you to achieve the 
ideal.”’ 

He is a practical man convinced of the need to con- 
ceive the ideal and understand the hard facts and politi- 
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cal realities of life. His objectives in the classroom have 
been for students ‘‘to gain a better understanding of how 
democracy is supposed to work and stimulate a readi- 
ness to participate in the process of self-government, 
he said. 

‘‘Beyond that what I hope I’ve done is to get more and 
more of my students to shift their approach to the Ameri- 
can political system from a somewhat negative one of 
keeping democracy from failing to the positive one of 
making it work,” he added. “Let’s resolve to make it 
work and not just be content with keeping it from fail- 
ing. 

Vieg has lived through 15 American presidents, two 
world wars, the Korean and Vietnam conflicts, and so- 
cial and political upheavals. However, in looking at histo- 
ry, he feels that the 20th century has been the best of 
times. 

“T have only to consider my own life. I could hardly 
have dreamed as a young boy growing up in Iowa, my fa- 
ther a railroad locomotive inspector, my mother an im- 
migrant from Norway, that I would be able to live in 
such comfort in my older years. I never dreamed of be- 
ing able to travel and see the wonders of the world,” he 
said. 

“Frankly, there’s no other period in history that I 
would rather have lived. This despite the tragedy of two 
world wars, of bloody dictatorships in Germany, Russia 
and for awhile China. I just hope and pray we will learn 
from recent history what blunders and mistakes we've 
made so we can avoid repeating. 

‘““My greatest hope now is that we will make America 
a more just society politically. And that we'll make our 
economy a more humane capitalism,”’ he said. ‘‘I hope 
for the formation of a federal union of the democratic na- 
tions. An open, democratic union that could grow over 
the years into a democratic world government so that we 
could no longer be threatened with the disaster and 
waste of war. This would be an incredible blessing.”’

Chevron Land and Development Co. has reached an 
agreement with what it describes as one of the nation’s 
largest shopping center developers for construction of a 
regional shopping mall at the Ontario International 
Center. 

William Wren, project manager for Chevron Land, 
said the shopping center will be developed on an 80-acre 
site between the San Bernardino Freeway and Fourth 
Street, and between Haven and Milliken avenues. 

The existing Ontario Motor Speedway facility is 
located on the site of the projected development. 

‘Our present planning,’ Wren said, ‘ ‘will require that 
the entire raceway facility be torn down.’ 

He said he was unable to provide a specific date for 
demolition of the raceway facility but that preparation of 
the site for the shopping center will begin 

‘immediately.’ 

“Construction is expected to be started within two 
years,” Wren said, ‘‘and hopefully will be completed by 
1985. If our plans work out, the center will ultimately 
have 1.5 million square feet of shopping area.”’ 


Low risk, high

The Chevron Land company, a subisdiary of Standard 
Oil Co. of California, acquired the 673-acre site of the On- 
tario Motor Speedway late last December for develop- 
ment as a commercial-residential-light industrial 
center. 

Wren said negotiations currently are under way with 
businesses that will be located in the shopping center. 
They will be major retail outlets, including department 
and specialty stores, he added. 

The project manager said major hotels, landscaped of- 
fice facilities, restaurants and other commercial outlets 
are planned for development on the periphery of the pro- 
jected shopping center. 

Wren indicated that the new shopping center will be 
the first step in the extensive development of the entire 
Ontario International Center. 

Robert Jackson, executive director of the City of On- 
tario Redevelopment Agency, said the city staff has had 
briefings with representatives of the Chevron Land and 
Development Co. 

“The first public hearing on the special plan is ex- 
pected to be conducted by the Ontario Planning Commis- 
sion on June 23,”’ Jackson said.

It takes an expert thief less than 
five minutes to steal an airplane 
costing hundreds of thousands of 
dollars, and the chances of getting 
caught in the act most often range 
from slim to none. 

Dope smugglers, responsible for 
most airplane thefts, are becoming 
more ambitious and more 
sophisticated, according to the head 
of the International Aviation Theft 
Bureau. 

For the first time in many years, 
Southern California has moved into 
second place in the number of air- 
planes stolen, said Ralph F. Nelson, 
an Aircraft Owners and Pilots 
Association vice president who also 
heads the theft bureau. 


Greed is the reason smugglers are 
moving more and more to Florida 
and that means fewer plane thefts 
here and more there, said Nelson 

“They want big irons (larger 
Planes) with longer range and 
bigger payloads to carry the stuff 
from Colombia,’ Nelson said 

‘And it isn’t just marijuana. It’s 
everything — hash, heroin, anything 
that will sell 


“They will go to a qualified pilot 
and say, ‘OK, you go to this island 
off Colombia and bring the stuff 
back and here’s $50,000 for the 
shipment.’ 


“The guy goes out and steals a 
plane and off he goes across the gulf 
of Mexico),’’ explained Nelson 


“It's moving to Florida because 
the DEA (Drug Enforcement Ad- 
ministration) and Border Patrol 
people and the Mexican government 
are doing an outstanding job, and 
now most of the stuff is moving 
through from Colombia,” said 
Nelson 

Nelson said that 90 to 95 percent of 
all airplanes stolen are used in drug 
smuggling. There were 48 airplanes 
stolen in Florida during the first 
nine months of 1980, 29 in California

Another pilot maintains that ‘‘I 
can steal a locked airplane faster 
than you can open one with a key.”’ 

Gary De Jager explained how it 
was done and then told what he has 
done about it. 

In 1976, De Jager was in the hay - 
buying and hay - selling business and 
was using his brand - new Cessna 210 
— a favorite with drug smugglers, 
said Nelson — from the airport at 
Chino. 


One day he discovered the aircraft 
gone from its tie-down spot at the 
airport and after the insurance com- 
pany settled his claim two months 
later, De Jager started to figure out 
a way to prevent it from happening 
again. 


He invented — and patented — a 
cast - aluminum device that at- 
taches to the wheel with a lock and 
key, a sort of metal boot that 
prevents the aircraft from rolling 
forward. 


That wheel lock, said Nelson, is 
now being supported by some of the 
aviation insurance companies faced 
with growing airplane theft claims. 


But private and business pilots are 
also faced with a growing problem 
of the theft of expensive electronic 
devices 


Communication, navigational and 
assorted other gadgetry that is 
desirable, and in some cases re- 
quired, has become a target of 
thieves. A typical $130,000 airplane, 
and there are a growing number in 
that price range, says Nelson,-will 
have $15,000 or more worth of 
avionics, the electronic devices that 
now are often a vital part of flying. 


The AOPA’s aviation theft 
bureau, and the insurance com- 
panies, are now sending out ‘‘alert 
sheets,’ with descriptions and 
serial numbers of stolen in- 
struments. To add incentive, the 
theft bureau offers a $50 reward to 
mechanics who report stolen parts. 


Another problem in aviation is the 
growing cost of fuel, and hence an 
increase in fuel theft. Aviation gas- 
oline costs an average of about $1.70 
a gallon, he said.

Secondhand dealers rap 





purchase reporting law 


By SCOTT RECKARD

To many it sounds like more bureaucratic red tape. A 
new state law requires that anyone whose business is 20 
percent or more in secondhand goods obtain a license 
and report daily on purchases of used goods: to local 
police. 

The goods must be held 30 days before resale to allow 
police to check serial numbers and other identifying 
marks against lists of stelen property. 

And it’s going to get tougher if proposed amendments 
to the bill are passed by t ‘the state legislature. Jewelers 
and others selling precious metals, exempted in the bill 
that took effect last January, will be included and the 20 
percent minimum will be dropped. 


But the law, called “‘just one more bureaucratic 
restriction’ by one local coin dealer, is far from a 
boondoggle, according to state and local officials. They 
argue that it’s a necessity in the battle against 
burglaries. 


An estimated $376,000 worth of property was stolen in 
Ontario during January, says Michael Warren, a crime- 
prevention specialist with the Ontario Police 
Department. Even allowing for some exaggeration on 
the part of burglary victims, he says, it’s a good ballpark 
figure, since many such crimes go unreported. 


“And multiply that by the number of cities in 
California and it starts getting, well, astronomical. And 
that’s just one month.”’ 


Statewide, burglaries jumped 10.3 percent in 1980 over 
1979, according to Steve Blankenship, a legislative 
liaison at the state attorney general's office. He points 
out that only 15 percent of the stolen property was 
recovered. 


“Obviously, we weren't doing a very good job of 
controlling burglaries,” he said, adding he is hopeful the 
law will make it more difficult to fence stolen property. 


Under the current law, dealers in used goods must 
obtain a license from police after being cleared and 
receiving a number from the state. Ontario’s Warren has 
identified at least 66 and perhaps as many as 250 dealers 
in the city who must apply for licenses. 


He notes that televisions, cameras, business machines, 
musical instruments and the like are the most commonly 
stolen and fenced items. ‘‘We’re not going to try and 
worry about clothing, lawn mowers and furniture.”’ 


He believes the proposed amendments are fair, 
although he acknowledges that dealers in jewelry and 
coins won't like them much. Established businesses may 
be able to escape the 30-day holding period, he points out, 
by applying to the local chief of police for a waiver. 


Bill Stephens of Stephens Coin Shop in downtown 
Ontario said, ‘I just don’t like it in principle. It’s just one 
more restriction, which is a problem with our culture.” 


Stephens points out that thefts of coins hurt his 
business as well as the victims. 


‘People who collect things like to show them off, 
compare with other collectors. Anytime you have an 
atmosphere where they’re afraid to bring coins out in the 
open, it’s eventually going to cut down o volume. 

“T’m the last person who wants to see anything 
stolen.” 

Stephens has been in business for nine years, and has 
always insisted that his customers identify themselves 
and sign a form asserting that the coins were legally 
obtained. He buys nothing from anyone under the age of 
18. 

‘(The proposed amendments) would be a tremendous 
inconvenience because of the cycles that you get in the 
coin market,’’ he says. “There are times when you want 
to manipulate your buying and selling and can’t afford to 
wait 30 days. 


‘*Plus it’s somewhat bureaucratic in nature. I get the 
feeling that Big Brother’s looking over my shoulder.”’ 


Stephens says that much of his trade is repeat business 
and that his future is based on a solid reputation as a 
legitimate businessman. 


Warren acknowledges that many local jewelers and 
coin dealers are self-policing, and notes, ‘Most of the 
people who’ve been in business for many years we’re not 
worried about. I don’t foresee them being held (to the 30- 
day period) if they can demonstrate that they’d actually 
suffer financial hardship.” 


Blankenship explains the dilemma: ‘‘Law- 
enforcement people feel very strongly that (the 
amendments) are necessary. The fencing of gold and 
silver is one of the biggest rip-offs in the state right now. 


“That’s what they’re taking, and we’re seeing people 
with portable smelters, melting the stuff down on the 
spot. The only way we're going to get a handle on 
burglaries is by controlling fencing.” 


The law also prohibits anyone under 18 from selling 
used property. Blankenship estimates half the missing 
property in the state is taken by juveniles. 


‘‘We’re trying to be somewhere in the middle,” he 
says. ‘‘We've tried to consider the burglary problem and 
also the right of business people to continue their 
business without unreasonable restrictions. 


“‘So businessmen are now calling us fascists and police 
who want even stronger restrictions are calling us 
pinkos. We think we've hit a happy medium.” 


Ontario’s Warren encourages anyone dealing in used 
goods to contact him at 988-6481, extension 227 or 228, for 
information on licensing and reporting procedures. 


In Upland, police Capt. Gary Hart will oversee the 
licensing. ‘‘We’re in a holding pattern right now,” he 
said, ‘“‘waiting for the changes in the law.” Several 
businesses in Upland may be affected, he noted. 


Warren said that Pat Patterson of Montclair police and 
Boyd Oliver of the Pomona force also are knowledgeable 
about the law and may be contacted by those with 
questions.

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Economists: it’s too late 
to save housing in 1981

There’s a general feeling among economists that it’s 
too late to save the housing industry this year. 

It was reported by the Commerce Department that 
sales of new one-family houses declined by 5.3 percent in 
February to a seasonally adjusted annual rate of 487,000, 
down from 514,000 in January. 

The Commerce Department said that there were 338,- 
000 houses for sale at the end of February, an increase 
from 333,000 in January. The February total represents 
8.6 months’ supply at the current sales rate. 

Although rates have fallen, there is a feeling that in- 
terest rates are bottoming out. 

The Federal Reserve has stated that it will not let 
rates plunge as they did in 1980. Most short rates are 
down three or four percentage points since peaking 
earlier, and many economists doubt they will come down 
more. 

Long-term rates, including the mortgage rate, have 
not budged at all — and there is doubt they will do so. 

Hence, there is a general feeling that housing has had 
it for 1981. 

Jack Carlson, chief economist for the National 
Association of Realtors, noted that only 2.9 million 


single-family homes were sold in 1980. 


“‘That’s the lowest level since 1975,” Carlson said. The 
total was down 22 percent from 1979 and was almost a 
million units below the peak of 3.86 million in 1978. 

Moreover, the average price increase of homes being 
sold across the nation outpaced inflation for 12 years in a 
row — until 1980, when home prices rose by 11.7 percent 
on the average and the consumer price index (CPI) shot 
up 13.5 percent. 

There were sharp geographical differences in housing 
prices last year. In the West, the median home price as 
measured by the National Association of Realtors rose 
by 15.4 percent to $89,300. But in the North Central 
region, the median price only went up by 8.6 percent to 
$51,900. 

For the first time in 13 years, the dollar volume of 
housing resale activity declined. Last year, it dropped to 
$209,7 billion from $237.6 billion in 1979. It was an 11.7

percent decline. 

The consensus of economists, as tracked by Blue Chip 
Economic Indicators, the newsletter which monitors 
economists’ forecasts, is that housing starts this year 
will total just 1.42 million — weak by any standard, but 
not anemic. Last year, national starts were 1.32 million. 

The housing-starts rate plunged to a 1.2 million annual 
level in February. 

Irwin L. Kellner, chief economist for New York’s 
Manufacturers Hanover Bank, said, ‘‘Mortgage rates 
have been above 15 percent since late last year. The 
number of new building permits has been declining since 
September. Sales of single-family homes have been 
declining for months and the cost of owning a home rose 
by 20 percent in 1980 compared with 1979. ‘ 

“The combination of high mortgage interest rates and 
home prices, along with reduced federal subsidies, sh- 
ould assure a subdued housing outlook for the next 
several months.” 

Larry Chimerine of Philadelphia’s Chase 
Econometrics said, ‘‘Production of building materials 
and construction employment both dropped in February, 
and several more months of decline are likely.” 

Albert H. Cox Jr., chief economist of Merrill Lynch 
Economics on Wall Street, sees a more moderate pic- 
ture: ‘‘The combination of high but now stable prices and 
high mortgage rates might be expected to lead to a ma- 
jor downturn in housing and mortgage demand. 
‘However, other factors will be important — most fun- 
damentally, demographic demands for houses are 
strong. People in their late 20s and early 30s are now 
looking for housing,” he said, explaining why he expects 
1.51 million housing starts this year — more than the con- 
sensus. 

Gary Wenglowski of Wall Street's Goldman, Sachs 
noted that mortgage payments as a percentage of 
household income rose to 28.9 percent in January — a 
new high. He thinks it will flatten out from here. 

Wenglowski sees ‘‘pockets of strength’ in housing — 
such as in the South and in structures of five of more un- 
its — but he does not think there is enough oomph in the 
market to push housing starts much above 1.4 million 
this year. 


Prison Jaycee chapter opens

A new Jaycee chapter has been formed in Chino. 

Its 40 members meet in a dining hall which they find is 
within easy walking distance. And while most attend the 
weekly meetings, there are usually a few who find them- 
selves “rolled over on some beef’’ which temporarily 
prevents them from participating. 

“It’s the most unusual chapter I have ever seen,” said 
Wayne Buchette of Ventura, the state Jaycee president. 
‘But the members seem to have the spirit and the will- 
ingness. I was inspired by it all.” 

The membership is composed mostly of former 
thieves, burglars, forgers and con men who are confined 
to the Prado Conservation Camp, an 8-man minimum 
security facility operated jointly by the California De- 
partment of Corrections and the state Forestry Depart- 
ment. 

Since the average stay at the conservation camp is less 
than a year, the inmates view their membership as a 
chance to connect with the outside life. They can join oth- 
er chapters orfce released from Prado. 

“Most of us have been takers up to now,” said Tom

Ames, Prado chapter president. “It’s about time we try 
to give something back.” 

To prove that, members have embarked on an inten- 
sive program to tidy up and improve the camp. They 
have built a sandbox and are now seeking ways to expand 
their efforts in surrounding communities. They have vol- 
unteered to help develop the Chino Community Park, a 
city facility located north of the camp. 

They also want to conduct crime diversion programs
